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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I hereby submit to you my fourth annual NE as 
superintendent of your public schools. 


We are constantly trying to find ways to improve the 
efficiency of these schools. We believe that in several 
ways you and I have succeeded during the past year. 


First: A school nurse had been employed since Sep- 
tember, 1928. Mrs. Constance Cooper of Exeter has, in 
this capacity, proven the value of her work in many ways 
but particularly in controlling the spread of epidemics, 
in advising parents regarding the care of their children’s 
health and in securing treatment for remediable defects 
which hinder the children’s work in school. 


Second: The lessening of the number of grades at 
Little River School. This makes it possible for the teacher 
of that school to do work for the pupils, which compares 
more favorably with the work at the Centre School. 


Third: The installation of modern toilet facilities at 
the Centre School. This step has been particularly satis- 
factory, and will make, I believe, not only for better 
health in the part of the pupils but for better citizenship. 


Fourth: The change of the outward appearance of 
the Centre School building by paint has been gratifying 
not only to the pupils but the townspeople in general. 


Fifth: Other changes have materially aided our 
schools’ efficiency, as the installation of a new boiler at 
the Centre School, a new stove at the Little River build- 
ing, the purchase of white curtains for the south win- 
dows, the addition of a small amount of appartus for the 
Science classes, the elimination in large measure of the 
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dust upon the school room floors and the purchase by the 
Parent Teacher’s association of two victrolas and an elec- 
tric range. 


In June two of our teachers resigned to teach else- 
where. In selecting their successors we endeavored to se- 
cure young women not only trained for their work as 
teachers but with sufficient experience to guarantee their 
success. I believe that Miss Swinnerton and Miss Lam- 
prey are proving the wisdom of their choice. 


Of the ten pupils who were graduated from the 
eighth grade in June, 1928, everyone entered a high 
school and continued their studies. At the present time 
this town has seven seniors, five juniors, nine sophomores 
and seventeen freshmen in five different high schools. 


The membership of the Little River school is decreas- 
ing year by year. When it reaches a point where those 
pupils can be added to the pupils at the Centre School 
without overcrowding or unduly increasing the work of 
the teachers, it would seem to me the part of economy to 
transport the pupils to the Centre School. The present 
outlay for fuel and janitor work at the Little River 
School would nearly, if not quite, pay the additional ex- 
pense of transportation. The town would thus save the 
salary of one teacher, and in my opinion would be with 
no loss of efficiency. With the present registration and 
not allowing for non-promotion the numbers in the com- 
bined schools would be as follows: Junior High 21, Inter- 
mediate 34, and Primary 21 and the entering pupils. 

In the modern method of teaching the use of refer- 
ence books and of library books is almost indispensible 
even for the lowest grades. A beginning has been made 
in providing such books for our North Hampton pupils. 
i would recommend that each year a small sum be ap- 
propriated to provide additional reference and library 
books for our schools.

In conclusion, allow me to express my appreciation 
of the co-operation of you as members of the School 
Board, of the Parent-Teacher’s Association, of the teach- 


ers and of the citizens in general in our work for your 
schools.
